Another summer has passed, and the D. B.° 
Kelty Company of Lowell is still unpaid for the 
work they have done in the Wildwood School. 

Kelty installed the boiler and fuel oil sys- 
tem. He did it according to specifications. The 
State School Building Inspector has certified 
this. But Kelty is unpaid, because the fuel oil 
which has to be used is a number 5 grade, and 
the specifications called for a number 6 grade. 

As we say, it was not Kelty's fanlt. He is 
a high grade competent workman, a man of honor. 
It was not his fault that the specifications 
were so drawn up that the number 6 fuel oil 
could not be burned. 

Neither is it any fault of the Town of Wil- 
mington, but Mr. Kelty is not paid. 

Meanwhile we can report that Kelty was 
called when it developed that the hot water for 
dish washing did not meet the specifications 
for heat. The law calls for a 180 degree temp— 
erature, and Sanitarian Pat Thibeau found that 
the water being delivered was only 140 degrees 

Again the fault wasn't Kelty's. Ile had no- 
thing to do with the hot water delivery. But he 
repaired the troubles and the school department 
is very happy with his work.
